of tartar. As soon as this bes'ns io boil cover with n. tin lid, which 
keeps in the steam and washes the candy from the sides of the pan. 
When the candy has been cooked long: enough, so that a little drop- 
ped in cold water may be rolled into a ball of jellylike consistency ' 
between the fingers, take from the fire and pour on oiled marble or a, ' 
buttered platter. When cool enough to handle get the mass into good 
shape, hold over the stove and pull briskly for a few moments. The 
heat and the stretching will whiten it In a short time. When light 
colored enough divide In two parts, place on a slightly floured board, 
stretch it out into long, narrow shapes, about half 
an inch thick. 


Have ready some French fondant, knead until soft and creamy and 
work into it a dozen almonds chopped rather fine. Place this fon- 
dant on top one cake of the taffy, then cover with the remainder of 
the taffy, thus having the fondant between the layers of taffy.

Suggestions for Women 


Who Pour Tea at an 


Home" 


To be invited to pour tea, coffee or 


chocolate at an -"at home" is one ot 
the most graceful compliments a hos- 
tess may pay a friend,'for .much o£ 
the responsibility for the success o£ 
the afternoon .rests upon the women 
at the tea table, who, from their seats, 
must see to the comfort of all guests 
in the diningroom. 


Where the woman who pours knows 


all the guests her task is easier, but 
when, as is more often the case, she 
knows only a few, it requires tact to 
carry out her share. 


The costume that she should wear 


varies a trifle, according to the cus- 
toms of the city in which she lives. 
Those pouring or receiving at a New 
York tea wear what -might bo termed 
high-neck dinner gowns, in thru they 


ostentatious, the robe would be morll- 
flert; that, of a light summer silk or u 
light cloth, provided it were dressy, 
would be suitable. 


Wearing huts is optional and is 


usually decided by each hostess. 1C 
one is worn, it should be a. brge pio- 
lure model or other equally effective 
design. Those serving tea do not wear 
gloves, as the latter would interfere 
with their duties. 


It Is expected that all who are as- 


sisting at a tea shall arrive from ten 
or fifteen minutes before the hour set 
on the cards, that the hostess may 
show them their respective places. 


Having their seats at the table as- 


signed it remains for those so honored 
to do 'all in their power to make the 
guests feel welcome. 


This fluty consists in consulting 


their wants, asking when they will 
have tea, coffee or whatever the re- 
freshment may be. 
. Introductions are entirely unneces- 
sal-y,' and one woman does-not-avoid 
speaking to another because her name 
is unknown. For the moment all are 
friends; 'because they are under the- 
reof of their hostess. 


1 One'of the difficult parts of the af- 
ternoon is to bring the shy guests into 
the circle.. There are always a few- 
women who stand wistfully aloof from 
the table, seemingly not quite sure 
whether they may approach or not. It 
is not permitted that those seated shall 
leave their posts behind teapot ana 
urn, and it is necessary to wait until 
the attention of the outsider may be

but china or glass. Tin, or even sil- 
ver, more or less affects foods when 
they are kept together for any num- 
ber of hours. The kitchen system 'is 
always better managed if there are 
certain plates and deep dishes for use 
in storing food. 


Nothing even warm should be placed 


in the ice box, for one of the import- 
ant points in keeping the chest in good 
condition is that it shall be quite dry 
always". Warmth, coming in contact 
with the cold air, generates moisture, 
which hastens decay of the food.

Moving Pictures in Natural Colors 
O 


NE would think that with the invention of a suc- 
cessful method of producing colored pictures by 
photography the advent of the colored moving 


picture could not long be delayed. It is, however, 
quite :i different thing to make a color plate for or- 
dinary size and apply the same principle aud methods 
to a flexible film one hundred or more feet long, and 
the latter feat has not 'yet been accomplished. Col- 
ored cinematograph pictures nii'.y be produced by. a 
method recently devised by a Itomau artist, but the 
colors arc due to oplical illusion made possible by 
the rapid motion of the cinematograph film. Instead 
o£ a series of pictures, each of which differs slightly 
from the preceding, us in an ordinary moving picture 
film, the new process 1ms pictures in sets of three, 
which arc taken simultaneously through different 
color screens, as in the three color system nC color 
printing. In the latter tliu three primary color pic- 
tures arc superposed by printing, bringing out the 
proper color relations. 
In the cinematograph no 


superposition is necessary, the three colored pictures 
succeeding each other on the screen so rapidly that 
they blend to the eye and produce the desired effect. 
The film must be, of course, three times as long ns 
usual, nnrt must be run through the apparatus three 
limes as fast. The proper primary color is given to 
each of the three partial pictures in each set by rotat- 
ing in front of the projecting lantern a glass disk 
having three colored sectors. The adjustments re- 
quire great delicacy and accuracy. 


Why Are We Right Handed? 
T 


HE most recent explanation of rightbamledness, 
by a. psychologist, is exciting some merriment 
among medical men. He supposes the human 


body to have unexplained polar properties, somewhat 
like those of a magnet, the right side being always 
"positive" and the left "negative." The most rational 
explanation would seem to be (hat which accounts for 
right and left hnmlcdness by the position of the heart. 
The shield would naturally be held in the left hand to 
protect (his vital organ, so that Hie active work .would 
fall to the right hand. Thnsn who maintain that ac- 
quired characteristics cannot be inherited will desire 
to have this expressed somewhat differently. Accord- 
ing to them the positions of spear and shield were at 
first a matter of individual choice, but those who held 
the shield in the right hand, leaving the heart es- 
. posed, were more frequently killed, so that by natural 
selection the right hand spear holders ultimately sur- 
vived and propagated their peculiarity. In this case, 
it will be noticed, the inherited characteristic is not 
acquired, but existed in the warrior at birth. The 
difference may not seem worth quarrelling aljont, but 
it measures the whole distance belwecji the follow- 
ers of Darwin asid ihogf: of Lamarck. At any rate, 
the hypothesis, in whichever form it is pnt. seems 
eminently reasonable, whereas faife about "polarity"
